These 
records also revealed that DE LUCIA was naturalized on 
September 27, 1928, in the United States District Court, 
Chicago, Illinois, Docket Number 55072.

On December 15, 1952, FRANCIS J. CURRY,

A newspaper clipping of May 8, 1955, in the 
same files, reflect that DE LUCIA came to Miami when he 
was parolled in 1952 from a Federal penitentiary and now 
resides on Pine Tree Drive, Miami Beach.

A "Chicago Tribune" newspaper clipping, dated 
August 1, 1957, in the police files reflect that a 
1955 Cadillac, belonging to PAUL RICCA was stolen from 
a parking lot at 1121 South Boulevard, Oak Park, Illinois, 
and was recovered at a parking lot at 2720 Washington 
Boulevard, Chicago, on July 31, 1957, with all tires 
removed, . 

Another "Chicago Tribune" newspaper clipping 
of June 17, 1957, had contained a picture of RICCA's 
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former estate, Long Beach, Indiana, which was purchased 
by two Teamster Union Locals for $150,000.00. 


In another "Chicago Tribune" newspaper clipping 
of June 17, 1957, it was related that the sale of this 
home was confirmed by OWEN (BERT) BRENNAN, Business Agent 
of Local 299. and said that the Union planned to use 
the estate as a school for business agents and as a 
picnic grounds. The estate consists of four acres of 
ground, a tennis court, and a swimming pool. The article 
continued by relating that in 1948, a mortgage, which 
was later released, was placed against the home to 
secure payment in part of a $80,000.00 loan to RICCA 
by HUGO BENNETT, auditor for the Sportsmen's Park Race. 
Track, Cleero, Illinois, and an old friend of PAUL RICCA,. 


A newspaper clipping of the "Chicago Tribune" 
dated June 18, 1957, reflected that RICCA purchased the 
Long Beach, Indiana, property from ROSE BUSSE in 1934, 
and the title was held in the name of NANCY DE LUCIA, 
his wife. In June, 1956, Mrs. DE LUCIA, according to this 
article, conveyed the property in trust to the Lake 
County Trust Company. The article further related that. 
on August 14, 1956, the property was sold to Locals 299 
and 337 of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters 
Butchers, Warehousemen, and Helpers of AFL and CIO, 


. Miami Police files also reflect that early in 
June of 1957, Judge WALTER LABUY of the Federal District 
Court, Chicago, ruled that RICCA obtained his citizenship 
by fraud and thus the citizenship is invalid. Judge LABUY 
ordered, according to this article, the Government to 
submit an order revoking RICCA's citizenship and thus 
paving the way for deportation.. 


A newspaper clipping of the "Chicago Tribune" 
dated April 10, 1957, reflected that the United States 
Government, in the denaturalization trial of RICCA, 
contended that RICCA's true name was FELICE DE LUCIA.

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This article revealed that RICCA reveived his citizenship 
‘papers ‘on September 27, 1928,~at Chicago. Another 
‘development at the time of the trial, according to this 
article, was a testimony that AL CAPONE and his sister, 
MALFADA, were disclosed to have been witnesses to the 
marriage of RICCA in the Holy Guardian Angel Church, 

1717 Arlington Street, Chicago, Illinois, on January 30, 
i927. According to this article, the church records were 
exhibited by Reverend NICHOLAS SCOLA, Pastor of the 

Holy Guardian Angel Church. These records showed that 
PAUL DE LUCIA was the son of ANTHONY and MARY DE LUCIA and 
baptized in Naples, Italy. 


This article also reflected that WILLIAM SCOTT 
STEWART was RICCA's attorney at the trial. The article 
continued by stating that the Government introduced 
letters pertaining to bank accounts and insurance 
policies signed by NANCY N. DE LUCIA. In particular, 
there was one, a 1927 application for a savings account 
at the First National Bank of Chicago; which gives 
DE LUCIA's birth date as January 14, 1897, which date the 
Government claims; according to this article, is DE LUCIA's 
birth date. This savings account was dormant from 1928 
ie 19 but increased through interest from $39.70 to

The "Chicago Daily Tribune" of March 6, 1957, 
in the police files, revealed that at one of DE LUCTIA's 
“denaturalization trials, it was brought out in a deposition 
signed March 6, 1957, that DE LUCIA's activities in Italy 
cost thé lives of fourteen-members of his and another 
family, The article pointed out that a deposition was taken 
from MARGHERITA TERRIBILE, age 56, of Brooklyn, New York. 
In this deposition, she stated that FELICE DE LUCIA was 
convicted of a fatal shooting of her brother, AMELIO 
PERILLO, in a feud between the families, and that the 
feud eventually took the lives of fourteen persons of the 
two families. The deposition reflected that RICCA was 
Seventeen and was sentenced to three years in prison 
for this death. She said that she remembered RICCA

because ANTONIO DE LUCIA and sister, AMELIA DE LUCIA, and 
four others were convicted in 1924 for complicity in the 
robbery and extortion slaying of her‘only other brother, . 
RAFFALE PERILLO. It was, according to her deposition, 
Miss DE LUCIA who allegedly supplied the weapon used, 

and she was sentenced to four years, seven months, and 
sixteen days in prison. Her father received two years, 
nine- months and ten days in prison. 


The "Chicago Tribune" newspaper of March 7; 
1957, reflected that RICCA was indicted on March 6, 
1957, for failure to report correct income @uring 1948, 
1949, and 1950, amounting to $308,832.27, twpdon which 
Federal taxes of $128,346.56 was due. One of the four 
counts in the indictment named Attorney JOSEPH IMBURGIO 
BULGER, with offices at 188 West Randolph Street, Chicago. 
The count charged BULGER and RICCA conspired to make 
false statements to Internal Revenue Bureau Agents. The 
article related that BULGER was president of the Italio- 
American National Union and was described as a personal 
friend of RICCA since the early 1930s. 


This article further commented on the fact that 
RICCA, in 1948, stated he suffered a loss of $18,944.71, 
whereas according to the Government, his correct income 
was $143,957.16, with taxes due of $75,201.14. In 1949, 
RICCA reported a loss of $2,282.95, whereas it was 
alleged that his income should have been $51,948.40, 
upon which taxes of $17,589.54 was due. In 1950, RICCA 
claimed a loss of $9.838.82, whereas his income should 
have been $81,860.23, and taxes should’ have been 
$35,555.88. This article continued by commenting that 
the trial brought out the allegations that RICCA and 
BULGER conspired in September, 1954 and November, 1954, 
to make false statements to Federal Agents, in which it 
was testified that money which RICCA spent during the 
three years came from $300,000.00.that he had stowed away 
in a strong box in the attic of his River Forest, Illinois, 
home before he went to prison in 1944. RICCA, according 
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to this article, went to prison for a million dollar 
shakedown of the movie industry. RICCA was parolled in 
1947, and at--thatitime, the article stated, he was living 
at 1515 Bonnie Braé, River Forest, Illinois, and also owned 
a Miami Beach home. 


The Police Department files reflect also a note 
to the effect that RICCA's home at River Forest was said 
_to be worth $150,000.00. Files also contain information 
that RICCA's bond and tax case was set at $15,000.00, but 
was reduced to $10,000.00. The bond was posted by 

a professional bondsman. 


The "Chicago Tribune" on June 9, 1951, named 
DE LUCIA in a list of underworld figures whose income tax 
returns were under investigation by the Bureau of Internal 
‘Revenue. The "Chicago.Herald American" on June 21, 1952, 
reported that PAUL DE LUCIA and LOUIS CAMPAGNA paid to 
the Federal Government $44,212.64 a few days earlier so as 
to seal the identities of those who contributed $190,000.00 
through their attorney to settie a tax claim against them. 
The article claimed that it was this payment that cleared ° 
their way for their parole in 1957. 


In a news article of the "Miami Herald" dated 
September 24, 1957, reflects that RICCA's tax evasion 
trial in Chicago was set for November 19, 1957. 


The newspaper clipping of the "St. Louis Post 
Dispatch" of March 5, 1957, related that the subject also 
uses the name of PAUL SALVI.

The "Chicago Tribune" of March 25, 1943, related 
that a $50,000.00 bond was posted by JACK SUSSMAN, 
5435 Kimball Avenue, owner of the Roosevelt Cafeteria 
at “716 Roosevelt Road, for DE LUCIA when he’ and CAMPAGNA 
surrendered ‘to the United States Marshal at Chicago to face 
a New York indictment charging extortion-and mail fraud. 
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On March 18, 1953, two indictments were filed 
by the Federal Grand Jury, Southern District of New York. 
One indictment charged the violation of Section 420, 
Title 18, United States Code, which is known as the 
Anti-Racketeering Act. This indictment charged in 
Substance that on or about June 18, 1934, and continuing

The indictment also charged that as part of the 
conspiracy, the Chicago group of defendants, coniposed of 
DE LUCIA, CAMPAGNA, D'ANDREA, GIOE, MARITOTE » and PIERCE, 
as well as ROSSELLI, of Los Angeles, California,. dominated 
and -controlled-the actions of the above union, through

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BLIOFF and BROWNE. It was charged that as part of 

the conspiracy, all.of the defendants received money 
from =the movie industry as protection to prevent the 
defendants from obstructing the production, distribution, 
and exhibition of motion pictures throughout the United 
otates. 


Also, the defendants were indicted for devising 
a seheme to defraud members of this union by inducing 
members to contribute two per cent of their annual 
salary into a fund called the "Two Per Cent Assessment 
. Fund," allegedly for the benefit of the union, but 
actually for the personal benefit of the defendants. 


On December 22, 1943,.DE LUCIA was found 
guilty on the anti-racketeering indictments, and on 
December 31, 1943, United States District Judge JOHN 
BRIGHT, New York City, sentenced DE LUCIA to ten years 
imprisonment and $10,000.00 fine. The mail fraud 
indictment against DE LUCIA was subsequently nolle 
prossed,. 


On June 16, 1948, DE LUCIA was arrested by . 
the: United States Marshal at his home in River Forest,. 
Illinois, on a warrant issued by the Parole Board, 
directing that he be taken into custody of the United 
States Marshal and removed to a Federal Prison tot.await 
hearing by the Parole Board for the parole violation 
charges against him. 


DE LUCIA's attorney, WILLIAM SCOTT STEWART, .. 
filed an application for a writ of habeas corpus for his 
release, and DE LUCIA was released on June 16, 1948,- on 
$10,000.00 bond and a habeas corpus was issued by 
Federal Judge MICHAEL L. IGOE, Chicago, Illinois, pending ~ 
a hearing on the Government's motion to quash the 
petition for the writ with the United States Attorney's 
Office, taking the position that the Court had no 
jurisdiction-in this case.’ 
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On November 11, 1948, Judge IGOE overruled 
the, Government's position that the Court had no jurisdiction 
and gave the Government ten days to answer the charges - 
of DE LUCIA's attorney who argued that the Federal’ parole 
warrant was issued without reliable information that 
DE LUCIA had violated his parole. 


On December 8, 1949, the United States Court 
of Appeals affirmed the judgment of Judge IGOE, directing 
the release of DE LUCIA on a writ of habeas corpus. 


An article in the "Chicago Tribune" of 

April 2/7, 1950, reflected that the United States Supreme 
Court on April 26, 1950, had extended the time in which 
the Government may file an appeal from-a decision from 
the United States Court of Appeals upholding the release 
of DE LUCIA. This article reflected that the Court of 
Appeals had upheld the decision.of the lower court, and 
on February 1, 1950, had refused to reconsider the matter. 


Records of the Circuit Court of Cook County, 
Lllinois, reflect that DE LUCIA, under the name of 


PAUL RICCA, tosether with a MURRAY HUMPHREYS, 
FRANK NITTI, FREDERICK EVANS, and LOUIS ._.

You are advised that the Bureau has reviewed 
the leads set forth in rerep of SA Fetzner and they are 
consistent with the type of investigation contemplated 
by the Bureau in issuing instructions in Bulets to the 
SAC, New York, dated 11/27/57 and 1/15/58. 


As you state in relet, the Bureau's greatest 
interest is concentrated in the current activities of 
the nation's top hoodlums; however, experience with 
these individuals has shown that their activities are 
carried on in an extremely surreptitious manner. They 
often conceal these activities by using other individuals 
as fronts, some of these fronts being well removed from 
the hoodlum's known apparent associates. The present 
program was designed with the knowledge and understanding 
that in many cases, information of vaiue could be 
developed from a starting point which, at a superficial 
glance, would appear to be remote as to time and place. 
An example of the results that can accrue from such an 
approach is a current investigation in the New York 
Office. A top hoodlum in a statement made in 1943 mentioned 
a "connection" with a business firm, not completely named 
nor address given. By logical and imaginative investigation 
from that 15-year-old starting point, it has been developed 
that quite likely subject and others are currently involved 
in extensive violations of the Anti-Racketeering Statute. 


As you are aware, an active, searching, continuous 
investigation will be necessary so that the Bureau's 
objectives in this program can be attained. You will 
follow closely the format and instructions set forth in

This summary reflects the following 
information concerning DE LUCIA's background. 


i He was sentenced to the penitentiary on the charge 
of corspiracy to interfere with trade and commerce by coersion, 
threats and violence. On interview, at the:time of admission, 
DE LUCIA stated "They claim we got money from movie executives 
for protection by threats in Chicago and New York. IJ pleaded 
not guilty." 


This Admission Summary related that the subject was 
lazy, evades work, was undoncerned and indifferent, just gets 
along, needs occasional checking up as to cleanliness, tends 
to be emotional or moody. 


This summary also “Summarized impressions left by 
-DE LUCIA, which reflected that he was*cooperative; his attitude 
. appeared to be satisfactory during the interview, but his 
quarantine adjustment has been unsatisfactory and would 
indicate he is little inclined 'toward honest employment. 
Other impressions were that DE LUCIA had rather close family 
ties and would require close supervision. 


The Admission Summary also reflected the following 
background of DE, LUCIA: 


His father,.ENRECO DE LUCIA, who was a contractor 
and wine merchant in ftaly, died of heart trouble in 192k, 
at the age of 54. This individual never came to the United 
States. His father allegedly received his second or third 
year high school education, was not known delinquent and 
was married once. 


DE LUCIA's mother, NUNZIA MARIA (TORELLI) DE LUCIA, 
a native of Italy, died of blood poisoning in 1917, at the 
age of 39. ‘This summary states that she never came to the 
United States, married once, has no known delinquency. The 
summary further related that the subject states he was 
reared in better-than-average circumstances in Italy, where 
he spent his early life. He states his family lived in a 
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12 room house owned by his father. He said he left school 
after completing a fourth grade of high school, and enlisted 
in the Italian Army. He said he did not live at home very 
long after his discharge from the Army after World War I. 


DE LUCIA related that he is the older of two 
living children and that two twins died at birth. His sister 
was EMILY DE LUCIA, Age 43, single of Apricena, Italy. 
According to DE LUCIA, she left the fifth or sixth grade in 
school and had no known delinquency. 


This Admission Summary also reflects that the sub ject 
stated he married NANCY E. GIGANTE on January 3, 1927, in 
Chicago, Illinois. He states that she is a native of Italy, 
and came to the United States about 1913, married once, is in 
good health, unemployed and of Catholic religion. He advised 
the authorities when interviewed, that he left his wife sufficient 
money to sustain herself.

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With respect to his activity in the military service, 
this Admission Summary reflects he enlisted in 1917 in the 
italian Army, served in the infantry three years and was 
honorably discharged in 1920. He stated he registered for 
selective service on October 16, 1940, in River Forest, 
fllinois, and is registered with Local Board 6, Forest Park, 
Illinois, and is classified 3A. 


With respect to his employment, he said that from 
1920 to 1924, he worked for the Dante Theater, 813 W. Taylor 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, as Assistant Manager, at $35.00 a 
week. From 1924 to 1930, he owned two restaurants in Chicago, 
Illinois. From 1930 to 1941, he was Vice President of The 
Playhouse Corporation, 410 South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, and received $1,800.00 a year, plus a share of the 
profits. From 1941 to 1942, he owned and operated an 1,100 
acre farm in Big Grove, Illinois. 


As to resources, subject stated he owned a ten room 
house, a country home and an 1,100 acre farm valued at 
$130,000.00, on which there is a mortgage of $90,000.00. At 
the time this summary was taken, he stated the farm was rented 
and that the income from it is between $7,000.00 and $8,000.00. 


This Admission Summary also reflects that the 
subject has a history of diabetes, 1941. He related he had 
a broken left hip and right heel in 1942, and was operated 
on both. An examination at the time the Admission Summary 
was written revealed a stiffness of the right ankle, that 
his heart was normal, his lungs clear, his vision 20/30 OU, 
and his blood pressure was 130/90. 


This Admission Summary reflected that he was given 
the U.S.P. (U.S.P.H.S.) Classification Test and made a score 
of 239. His IQ was 101 - Class C. He was considered of 
average intelligence. An observation was made and recorded 
at the time this summary was written which reflected that the 
subject is a middle-aged white male who appears considerably 
older than his actual age; that he has a dejected facial 
expression; is slowly responsive and exhibits little emotional 
display during an interview. No delusions, hallucinatory 
experiences or major depressive trends can be elicited. This 
observation indicated that he was correctly oriented and 
his comprehension and memory are fairly good. His reasoning 
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and judgment shoed no gross defects and he is basically fairly 
well balanced emotionally, and no disciplinary difficulties 
were anticipated. 


This summary also reflects that the subject, while 
in the penitentiary, read newspapers, magazines and books 
on agriculture, history and travel. 


While at the U.S.P. in Atlanta, Georgia, he was 
assigned to General Maintenance (Clothing Issue Department) . 


A special Progress Report, dated August 16, 1945, 
at the U.5.P., Leavenworth, Kansas, reflected similar background 
was furnished. This special Progress Report reflected that no 
mental or nervous disease was noted at_Atlanta, nor was it 
evident at Leavenworth. This special Progress Report reflected 
that he is a quiet, calm individual who presents a rather 
distinguished appearance. He speaks broken English, but -can 
be understood and understands quite well. This report also 
revealed that he spent some time in Atlanta, in isolation 
-,and in a special treatment unit, apparently for some kind of 
conniving.

Director and hegal Custodian of Records, prc 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, Cook County, Illinois, testified

PAUL RICCA, heretofore a handyman, but 
recently promoted to "big shot" leadership, is now the 
acting topnotch boss of the mob AL GAPONE once led. FRANK 
(The Enforcer) NITTI, who took over after cousin AL had been 
tossed into prison for income tax frauds, is said to have 
sponsored RICCA's rise to power, RICCA has an apartment

Records, Chicago, Illinois 


On February 20, 1958, records of the United States 
District Court, Northern District of Illinois, Chicago, 
Iilinois, were reviewed and contained essentially the same 
information previously reported concerning DE LUCIA's de- 
naturalization and tax evasion cases at Chicago.

he had cash on hand at this time amounting to $0,000.00, which 
he keeps in a room at his home, 
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According to DE LUCIA, he jointly owns a safety

Insurance Company and that Prudential eventually sold the 
farm to DE LUCIA. 


He stated that in about 192, lL J___ 
who had operated the farm as a tenant for was still 
on the farm and stayed on’ the farm for about a week after 
DE LUCIA took over, as_he had a lease on the property. 

He stated that after[_ |left the DE LUCIA farm, one 
FRANCIS CURRY, a known hoodlum from Joliet, took over the 


operation of the DE LUCIA farm, 


MATER stated that during the time that DE LUCIA 
operated the farm no one ever knew what was really going 
on there as DE LUCIA brought in many strangers from the 
Chicago area, and, that these people did not mix at all with 
the neighboring farmers, MAIER stated that he heard a 
rumor that DE LUCIA was only operating the farm as a front 
for the purpose of evading military service under the 
Selective Service Act of 191.0. He also heard rumors that 
DE LUCIA may have been using the farm as a base for black 
market butchering operations during the years of World 
War II, but that nothing was ever developed to substantiate 
such allegations.

On January 17, 1958, ELWIN GREENING, Editor, 
Michigan City, Indiana News Dispatch, advised that he 
had made an inquiry concerning the sale of the DE LUCIA 
estate in the Summer of 1957. GREENING made available 
newspaper articles of June 17-18, 1957, concerning this 
sale. The article of June 17, 1957, was titled, "PAUL 
RICCA’s Long Beach Estate Sold." ‘The article continued 
as follows: 


"It was revealed today that the palatial Long 
Beach estate of PAUL "THE WAITER" RICCA, one time AL 
CAPONE mobster, has been sold to two Detroit Teamsters 
Locals for $135,000. The four acre estate is situated 
at the Eastern edge of Long Beach and is bounded on one 
side by Moore Road. The alleged transfer took place on 
August 14, 1956," 


"OWEN (BERT) BRENNAN, business agent for 
Teamsters Local #299 in Detroit admitted that Locals 299 
and 337 had purchased the property." 


es "BRENNAN, a top aide to Teamster vice presi- 

. Beant JAMES R, HOFFA, said the RICGA estate was bought 

as a school for Teamsters business agents. He said the 
school had not been placed in operation because of all 
the fuss raised lately in connection with HOFFA's federal 
indictment on charges of conspiring te bribe a member of 
the Senate Rackets Gommittee." 


"The estate is near Lake Michigan and includes 
an, extensive two story home, several smaller homes, a 
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tennis court and an oval stone and concrete swimming 
pool. The property is being cared for by JOHN EDRIS." 


On June 18, 1957, the News Dispatch carried 
an article captioned "Mystery - Who Owns RICCA's Estate?" 


"County records and a local abstract company 
stated their records showed that on June 6, 1956, the 
RICCA Estate was sold by PAUL and NANCY DE LUCIA (RIGCA) 
to a JOSEPH BULGER and wife, ELSIE. On June 11, 1956, 
BULGER and wife deeded the estate to Lake County Trust 
Company, Crown Point, Indiana, as trustee. 


"On July 31, 1956, the Crown Point firm deeded 
the property to the Teamsters Locals 299 and 337, Detroit. 


"On March 5, 1957, the Lake County Trust Company 
deeded it to FRANCES SPATAFORA who deeded it back to the 
Crown Point firm six days later. 


"Thus, the records show both the Teamsters 
Locals and the trust firm as owners of the property. 


"A representative of the Teamsters sought approval 
for a school for business agents from the Long Beach 
Town Board but was turned down." 


Mr. GREENING stated that he had not written any 
other articles concerning the DE LUCIA estate. He advised 
that it has been about two years since the DE LUCIAs 
lived in Long Beach. When they did, he said, they were 
very circumspect and no one knew much about their activities.
